The second area would include 
all of Range 3, west of the Sth and 
the west half of Range 2, west of 
the 5th, and north to the north 
boundary of Township 31.

FIGHTING RUST WITH 
CHEMICALS 

The recent discovery by plant ecien- 
tists at the Canada Department of 
Agriculture Research Laboratory, 
Winnipeg, of a relatively simple and 
inexpensive chemical, viz., nickel 
chloride, for the control of stem rust 
of wheat is a step forward in the 
never-ending battle against this very 
destructive plant disease. However, 
as research progresses, it becomes 
more and more evident that the 
solution of the stem rust problem is 
not a simple one. 

Chemical Control Impractical, 
Over 60 years ago, partial control 
of rust was Pheatted by applying 
chemicals to growing plants of 
wheat. The results of these early 
investigations as well as the more 
intensive studies of recent years, 
have shown that certain chemicals, 
if applied at the right time and in 
sufficient quantity, usually will ree 
duce and suppress wheat stem rust. 
Nevertheless, the economic returns 
from such a rust control practice 
are still problematical. In some 
years it would be profitable, in 
other years it would be an economic 
loss. Consequently, it is not yet 
possible to recommend that chemie 
cals be used as a practical rust cone 
trol measure in the production of 
commercial grain crops in 
Prairie Provinces, 

Resistant Varieties. The use of 
rust-resistant varieties is, of course, 
the simplest and most effective 
method of controlling rust. Through 
the use of modern breeding methoda 
and improved techniques for testing 
& large number of hybrids, it ean 
be expected that Canadian plant 
breeders will be able to develop 
new rust-resistant varieties of wheat 
that wi!! provide some protection at 


least against the sudden appearance 
of a new destructive race of stem 
rust, such as 15B. Chemicals, even 
today, must ie considered only as 
a second-best method to the use 


of resistant varieties in the fight 
egainst rust,

DEAR HOMEMAKER. 


This week I decided to include 
some unusual problems which have 
been received throughout the year 
on interior decorating and which 
may be of interest to some home- 
jmakers with similar problems. 

1. Is it possible to lay linoleum 
tile over asphalt? 

“It is not recommended to lay 
linoleum tile over asphalt because 
asphalt, rather than wearing 
smoothly as most flooring materials 
do, breaks away and becomes 
ragged. The linoleum would wear 
in these places very rapidly. . It 
would be much wiser to remove the 
asphalt, cover the plywood with 
flooring felt and then lay the 
linoleum tile.” 

2. How could one go about clean- 
ing a rough textured ceiling (plas- 
}tered design) in a living room? 
| “Vacuuming the ceiling is one 
suggestion: another is to scrub 
or sponge with a brush, however, 
this involves more work. Spraying 
it with paint would be the best 
solution.” 

3. What could be 
up chips on 
appliances? 

“FRIGIN can be used on most 
jappliances, but where exposed to 
| heat like in the case of stoves, dar- 
Kens in color. Liquid porcelain 
;enamel is also available and is also 
fused on appliances.” 

4. How could one estimate the 

| amount of paint required to paint 
a room? 
“To calculate how much wall 
paint is needed, multiply the length 
of the area to be covered by the 
height and divide this result by 
550. This g.ves the number of gal- 
lons required. (Calculation should 
be in feet.) 

5. Does it matter if 
colors the utensils? 

“It is necessary to be concerned 
Sout the effect that foods some- 
times have on the appearance of a 
pan or the way the material used 
in the pan may affect the color or 
flavor of food. An exception, is 
the greenish or bluish deposit some- 
imes found on copper, which is 
toxic." 
| Acid fcods such as tomatoes 
\lighten aluminum; alkalies such as 
| Water, potatoes and eens, darken 
aluminum, coffee allowed to stand 

‘in a metal pot, sometimes tastes 
metallic; creamed sauces and cus- 
tards may become grayish when 
stirred with metal spoons or cooked 
in aluminum or iron pans. These 
changes may make the pan unat- 
active or the food unappetizing, 
but they are not harmful

Reports from 
various localities within this muni- 
cipality were reviewed concerning 
the presence or absence of coyotes 
n this district and the conclusion 
vas reached that there aren't suf- 
ficient coyotes around to warrant 
the use of 1080 baits. 

We feel that any loca) build-up | 
~ coyote population can be dealt 
with by the use of strychnine pel- | 
lets, of which we have a good sup- | 
piy at all times and they are free | 
for the asking, 


It has never been our policy to, 


completely eliminate the coyote. 
Some people think we should, | 
while others believe in a “balance 


of nature.” 

If you have an 
where coyotes are molesting your 
flock of turkeys or sheep, let me 
say again that the strychnine pel- 
lets and cyanide guns are fully ef- 
fective and are easy to handle 
when you exercise a few basic pre- 
cautions. All you need do is con-

_.. WITH BIBLE STUDY 


A man, & years old, was asked 
how old he was. He said: Four 
years old.” How was that? “Four 
year's ago I became a Christian. 1 
Wag regenerated, new-born, 60 I 
am only four years old.” Christians 
are twice-born people; first, accord- 
ing to the flesh; second, according 
to the Spirit. 

Scripture states: “You were dead 
in trespasses and sins.” Again it 
says: “The carnal mind is enmity 
against God.” And once more: 
“The natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God; for 
they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned.” 

On the basis of this, Scripture 
thus portrays natural man as being 
spiritually blind, dead, and an 
enemy of God. This being true, 
man therefore is unable to save 
himself, even as it is impossible for 
a blind man to find his own way;

The Holy Spirit, through Word 
and Sacrament, turns us from 
darkness to light; infuses new life, 
purifies the emotions, renews the 
will; changes us from enemies of 
Jesus to lovers of Jesus.

CANADIAN FADDISTS SPEND 
$15,000,000 A YEAR 

ON HEALTH FOODS 


Over 150,000 Canadian families 


now spend at least $100 each, or! 


a total of $15,000,000 for health 
foods annually, Liberty magazine 
reported recently, 

Faddists buy tablets of commpres- 
sed weeds; spend up to $98 for the 
family-size jar of “Royal Jelly,” a 
product of the honey bee. Research 
scientists claim the jelly is every- 
thing from a “nerve food” to a 
“beauty aid.” Weight gains; re- 
turn to normal sleep habits; and 
euphoria, or a feeling of ecstatic 
happiness were reported by over 
half of the elderly patients, treat- 
ed with the jelly by a French doc- 
tor, Henri Destrem. 

“Refined foods are shunned by 
the faddist,” Liberty says. “They 
prefer home-baked bread from 
stone ground whole flour; molasses, 
honey or dark brown sugar; fresh 
fruit juices; and food grown with- 
out the use of chemical fertilizers 
and insect sprays. Medical doctors 
agree with health food people, that 
honey is more beneficial than white 
sugar. Lacking sunlight in winter, 
Canadians need vitamin D supple- 
ments, found in health foods.” 

Medical doctors are wary of 
health food boosters because they 
attract a fringe of crackpot cultists. 
“In most cases,” the doctors say, 
“these health foods are supported 
by theories either unproven or just 
outrageously crazy.” The article 
Cites the case of a 25-year-old New 
Westminster, B.C. mother who died 
of starvation, the result af a so- 
called “health food" diet. The 
coroner could find no indication of 
disease in her body. 

In many cases, Canadians are 
demanding over-refined foods, with 
, much of the good processed out of 
jthem. J. W. Bacque, author of the 
article, states: "I found there's a 
place for the health faddist and his 
message. If the crazy cults would 
leave him alone, he might do all 
Of us some good.
